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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) received on July 1 1 , 2003 has been 
considered in-part. The cited German application number DE 695-20-536 has not been 
considered because there is no translation provided. 

As to the IDS received on February 06, 2006 has been considered in-full. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

3. Figure 4 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the examiner does not accept the changes, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to because element IOM in figure 1 and SL in figures 
1-3 should be properly labeled. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It has been 
claimed in claim 3 and disclosed in page 4, lines 5-1 1 that the "missing digital values 
can if necessary be substitute by interpolation values," however it is not clear how the 
interpolation process is done. 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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12. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 4: The claimed "-Oscillator which supplies without any adjustment operation, a 
nominal frequency, which could be influence by means of an adjusting operation" in 
claim 4 is confusing, where it reads as if the output signal does not require an 
adjustment at one point and it does at other time. 

Claims 5-6: Claims 5-6 are inherently reject as being dependent on the rejected base 
claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claims 1-3 and 7-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wildfeuer et al., Wildfeuer hereinafter (US patent number 6,829,244 B1) 

Wildfeuer teaches a communication system (fig . 1 ) having transceiver units (106a 
and 106b), wherein each of the transceiver units comprising: a corresponding clock 
sources (1 18a and 1 18b) for transmitting and receiving data; and the data received at 
slow rate is stored for further playback, claimed --with which an average the receiver 
receives the digital value, as in claims 1 and 12. 

Further to claims 2, 3, 7-12 and 14 Wildfeuer also teaches that: 
the received signals are stored in jitter buffer 214 in a the case where the 
received data are slow depending on the clock differences between the transmitting 
side and the receiving side (see col. 2, lines 43-67) as in claim 2; reconstructing the 
received data by interpolating as in claim 3; the data output in any one of the receivers 
106a or 106b is according to the clock signal generated by the clock sources 1 18a or 
1 1 8b as in claim 7; one of the transceiver unit, either 1 06a or 1 06b can be a transmitter 
as in claim 8 and receives digital data as in claim 9; the signal to be transmitted to the 
receiving modems 102a or 102b is inherently converted to analog for voice transmission 
as in claim 10; the network system uses telephony over Internet protocol as in claims 1 1 
and 14; and having CODEC202 for encoding and decoding the signal to be transmitted 
and received respectively as in claim 12. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

14. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wildfeuer et 

al., Wildfeuer hereinafter (US patent number 6,829,244 B1 ) 

Wildfeuer teaches a communication system (fig.1) having transceiver units (106a 
and 106b), wherein each of the transceiver units comprising: a corresponding clock 
sources (1 1 8a and 1 1 8b) for transmitting and receiving data; and the data received at 
slow rate is stored for further playback, claimed —with which an average the receiver 
receives the digital value as in claim 1 . 

Further to claim 5, the clock generators 1 18a and 1 18b having inherent oscillator, 
However, the Wildfeuer does not show clearly that the clock generators having means 
for adjusting the operation of the oscillator as in claim 4 and the clock output signal 
being divided as in claim 6. Such adjustment of the clock output signal and dividing the 
output signal is widely known in the phase locking environment in order to synchronize 
the phase or frequency of the internal clock signal with that of the incoming clock signal, 
and Examiner is taking an official notice. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of an ordinary skill in the art to 
adjust the phase or frequency of the incoming signal with that of the internally generated 
clock signal at the time the invention was made. 
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Conclusion 

1 5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patent Publication number 2005/00416643 to Noguchi et al. 
and 6,754,295 issued to Harnett disclose a communication system for communicating 
asynchronously between the receiving and transmitting unit using VoIP.
